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Foreword 


In presenting this exhibition the Public Archives of 
Canada hopes once again to break new ground and to 
reach new audiences. Many of our previous exhibits 
contained original archival material that required highly 
specialised conditions in order to protect the originals. 
Often, these conditions could only be met by the larger 
museums and galleries located in major centres. The 
opportunity for the public to enjoy such exhibits was 
consequently quite limited. On this occasion it is our 
intention to extend the exposure and enjoyment of the 
visual heritage entrusted to the Public Archives of 
Canada. By creating an exhibition of carefully repro- 
duced facsimiles we hope to convey the richness and 
significance of the originals, while avoiding the inherent 
risks of displaying originals. 


We hope that Arctic Images will reach much broader 
audiences by travelling to many smaller museums, 
galleries and community halls. The exhibit is available in 
three compact and portable parts, each with its own 
catalogue, and may be booked separately or together 
as follows: 


1. Arctic Images: The Dawn of Arctic Cartography, 
Fourth Century to 1822 

2. Arctic images: Pictorial Witnesses, 1819-1854 

3. Arctic images: The Frontier Photographed, 
1860-1911 


Arctic Images is not an illustrated history of the Arctic 
but an attempt to show the kind of illustration that stirred 
the explorer, documented his ventures, or simply 
captured the popular imagination, before the age of 
modern scientific mapping, motion picture films, or the 
perception of artists such as Lawren Harris and 

A. Y. Jackson. 


Maps, prints and photographs have each in their time 
helped shape the concepts, stereotypes, prejudices 
and, ultimately, the myths of western man’s attempts to 
visualize and experience the north. Although we attempt 
no interpretations, we do hope that our selection will 
prompt further reflection and study. This, after all, is 
what archives are about.

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Introduction 


When the photographer went to the Arctic frontier his 
intention was to capture and reproduce the true visual 
image of the newly-explored territories. In fact, during 
the second half of the nineteenth century, this was the 
mission of photographers, and before them daguer- 
reotypists, in nearly all parts of the world. 


“Take everything.” These two words express the driving 
force behind the young, growing medium of photog- 
raphy as it was used in exploration at that time — the 
same motivation which drove others of the day to build 
empires. 


When Canada began to organize full-scale expeditions 
into the Arctic in the 1880s, the use of photography in 
exploration had already proven its worth in the 
surveying of the West. However, by this time photo- 
graphic technology had outgrown the “wet” process, in 
which liquid emulsion for the negative had to be 
prepared and spread on the glass plate at the time of 
taking the photograph. Although the first major Cana- 
dian expeditions into the Arctic still used glass-plate 
negatives, these were ‘‘dry’’ negatives, factory-coated 
in advance with silver bromide in gelatin. The photo- 
graphic industry had already started to market this 
less-complicated kind of negative which afforded 
greater freedom of action. 


Although the same mission of documentary realism 
which dominated photographic surveying in the Cana- 
dian West now guided photography in the exploration of 
the Arctic frontier, an entirely new environment con- 


fronted the photographer, one with operating conditions 
that differed radically from those elsewhere. When 
major Canadian expeditions into the area began, only a 
handful of explorers had been through certain regions 
of the Arctic. The whole mass of this immense region — 
so distant and unknown — was a true frontier for 
Canadians, aland of unexpected dimensions which 
captured their imagination. In the aura of adventure that 
surrounded Canadian expeditions from 1880 to about 
1920, photography was there to focus on the geog- 
raphic, political and social facets of the Arctic to provide 
perhaps the visual landmarks for the exploration of this 
new frontier. 


In capturing the Arctic in visual form, the use of 
photography in exploration was the direct extension of 
other illustrative media such as painting, sketching and 
engraving which had preceded it into the territory. 
These other media, whose possibilities had already 
been fully explored, were rapidly replaced by photog- 
raphy asthe pictorial documentary medium. Although 
landscape photography provided less abstract, less 
symbolic, and more fragmentary images than cartog- 
raphy, the latter did not take a secondary position when 
photography entered the scene. In fact the two media 
continued to flourish side by side. 


The change from traditional pictorial methods to 
photography restricted freedom and flexibility in the 
visual interpretation of the frontier. Although the artist 
can make a quick sketch and return to his work later, or 
perhaps paint a scene from memory, photography does

not permit such retrospection, because of inherent 
technological constraints. Its direct contact with reality, 
however, makes it a medium which is much more 
effective for documentary work. Through photography, 
the iconography of Arctic exploration became much 
more scientific and objective, although its message was 
intended as both illustration and precise documenta- 
tion. The latter often gave it alegal application in certain 
cases. While continuing the aesthetic tradition of 
illustration, photography sometimes became the unde- 
niable proof of what it represented visually. 


In the history of Arctic illustration, photography brought 
about a closer link between the medium and its subject. 
With earlier pictorial techniques a direct and immediate 
encounter between the artist and subject did not 
necessarily take place. With photography, however, 
direct contact between the photographer and his 
subject was essential. Although it remained subject to 


various constraints, the cooperative participation that 
was required in photography increased the frequency 
of contact between explorers and the native peoples of 
the frontier. At the same time it helped to reinforce the 
credibility of photography as a new documentary 
medium. Still, to the natives, photography probably 
resembled many of the white man’s other technologies, 
in that, in their eyes, only the white man was able to 
know its secrets. 


Just as sketching and painting on expeditions had been 
the province of senior or highly specialized officers, so 
did photography appeal to the talents of those who 
commanded expeditions or specialists who were 
accorded an important status among explorers. The 
works these men produced reflect the background, 
special interests and general attitude of the expedition 
members who took the responsibility for photographing 
the Arctic frontier.
